The attendance of the official members was 
sat , but that ofnon-officials was uot quite so. It is worthy of mention that of all 
the non-official members Mr, Sceales is the only gentleman who was present at almost all 
the meetings, and took a really lively interest in the work done. ‘This gentleman travels 
ually over a large portion of the district, and has consequently a thorough knowledge 
of the requirements thereof, and is larger concerned in the good state of the ronds. 
It is such gentlemen that are wanted as members, whereas the greater number of non- 
officials either live at the sudder and seldom visit the mofussil, or reside in the mofussil 
nd rarely leave their homes even to Laser meetings, and consequently know little of what 
is needed in other parts of the district.

“6. Levy of cess.—he road cess was levied at the maximum rate in the district during 
the year under report. It was realised on the wholt without much difficulty from all 
revenue-paying and revenue-free estates, excepting the ghatwali estates. Out of the gross 
demand of Ra. 52,721 from lands aud mines, Rs, 43,521 were realised upto the end of the year, 
leaving a balance of Rs. 9,07' unrealised * Of this Rs. 2,178 were outstanding against 
: ghatwali and Rs. 6,898 against revenue-paying and revenue- 
Ae ee Ae free estates. Z ine! . 
6. Revaluations.—Partial revaluations under the Cess Act, 1840, are still in progress 
in this district, and are being carried on by Baboo Siti Kanta Ghose, Deputy Collector. 

(a) The sanction of the Board of Revenue and of the Government of Bengal was 
received at different times to re-value 50] estates, includiag separate accounts in this dis- 
trict (310 revenuc-paying and 191 revenue-free).

(2) Besides entering 14 estates and 2,601 tenures in registers Nos. I and IT, respect- 
ively, and issuing the same number of notices to the holders thereof, the Deputy Collector 
has received during the year under report 2,24 returns from the holders of estates. and 
tenures, and has taken prompt action on each of them. 
(c) Flo has completed the revaluation of 88 estates and 7,891 tenures during the 
year, against 81 estates and 4,011 tenures ig the previous year. Besides, 14 estates have been 
exempted from assessment as being situated within the limits of the Bishenpur Municipality, 
and 49 rent-free and other tenures have been exempted.
